Distrioc Superintendent Jerome O. 


Eiab, with headquarters at Sand Beach, 
Mich., is OUQ of the heroes of the life 
saving service. He holds the gold medal, 
the highest award the United States 
government pan bestow for heroism in 
oaving life. His name is associated with 
what was both one of the most daring 
attempts at rescue and one of the great- 
est tragedies of the service—a tragedy 
which wiped out an entire crew with 
(be exception of this sole survivor. 


Mr. Eiah was at the, time keeper of 


the Point aux Barques life saving sta- 
tion on Lake Huron. A vessel struck 
too far out to be reached with the shot 
and line. The peril of attempting a res- 
cue with the snrfboat was only too ap- 
parent, but Keeper Eiah mustered his 
men and mnde.the launch. For awhile 
their strength and skill enabled them 
to surmount or pnsh through the tu- 
multuous seas, but, once in the open 
lake beyond the shoals, where the storm 
was tree: to riot at will, the real danger 
began. 
It was a test beyond human 


powers. The keeper remembers that 
twice the boat capsized and was righted. 
After that he has a vagne recollection 
of the boat capsizing and righting her- 
self several times, and of the crew 
clinging to it until, one by one, the 
sarfmen, perishing of cold, let go their 
hold and vanished beneath, the waves. 
He has a dim remembrance of the boat, 
with himself clinging to it,, grating 
over the shoal, and then being Song op 
on shore.

He was found by two men, standing, 


with one hand on the root of a fallen 
tree, steadying- himself .with a lath in 
the other and swaying as if walking, 
but not stirring his feet—a. dazed, tot- 
tering wreck of bis former self, mur- 
muring in au incoherent way: .

Temporarily shatter- 
ed in mind .and body, he was obliged to 
resign from.tbe^ervice.

Hon. David W. Carnegie, son of the 


Earl of Soutb6sk,:retnrned to England 
after a 13 months' journey, across the 
Great Victoria and .Great Sandy deserts 
of western Australia. Speaking of the 
natives in the interior, Mr. Carnegie 
said: "The people" are very dark, and 
add to their blackness by smearing 
themselves with grease and ashes, a fact 
which makes tbeir-presenoe known at a 
considerable distance. They are very 
ugly—more like monkeys than anything 
else, with their flat foreheads and pro- 
truding lips. As a rnle they are very 
tbin and of small- stature—on two oc- 
casions only I saw men upward of 6 feet 
in height. Men,-women and children 
are all stark .naked. They'1 nave no 
houses, and have no, villages. They sim- 
ply scoop out. a hole ;in the sand and 
squat fn it. When they first saw our 
camels and caravan, they were greatly 
excited, never having seen a white man 
before. .We never suffered any hurt from 
them, but when .any of them got us 
alone, they tried to be hasty, and no 
doubt wonld have proved troublesome 
if they bad been given much oppor- 
tunity. They ore only one degree re- 
moved from animals. 


"It was only from the smoke, caused 


by their hunting fires that we were able 
to track them, and BO find water."

of American Audiences, 


The audiences that gather at the Ger- 


man •theater in Irving place are unlike 
those seen at any other playhouse in 
town. During the recent engagement of 
Agnes Sorma there, the audiences were 
exceptionally large and offered a strik- 
ing illustration of the difference be- 
tween them and the gatherings in the 
theaters devoted to English plays. The 
quiet of the spectators is the first no- 
ticeable difference. 
Nobody speaks 


even quietly to his neighbor without 
leaning pver so closely to him that the 
sound could not possibly disturb any- 
body else. Even then the whisperer is 
likely to'be reminded by a rebuke from 
'in'front ot behind. The slightest noise 
'interrupts the course of the spectators' 
'enjoyment aud that is something which 
will not be tolerated by the serious play- 
goers of the German theater. The only 
' talking they propose to bear is that of 
the actors on the stage. Applause very 
.•rarely comes nntil the close of the act. 
Then,: if the performance be worthy, the 
acknowledgment is unrestrainedly cor- 
dial. Laughter at the funny points of a 
•farce is never repressed. That indul- 
gence is 'unrestrained. In cgmic opera 
the applause is quite as common as it 
is at the other theaters, and the audi- 
ences like encores quite as much as thosa 
^who hear them in English. 
" It is "in the quiet moments of a seri- 
ens play, however, especially when the 
.scene leads to an exciting climax, that 
.the mood of the audience is most char- 
acteristic. Then from the orchestra 
seats to the crowded gallery the specta- 
tors' are intensely absorbed in every 
movement and every word of the actors. 
•When the climax has come and this 
tension is released, it can be immedi- 
ately felt, although there is no applause 
or, airy audible outbreak. The feejing 
runs through the bouse and the emo- 
tions are relaxed. But the customary 
relief is not expressed as it usually is iu 
-other theaters by applause. That must 
wait until the curtain falls. 


Like all German theaters the world 


over, .the Irving Place is dreadfully 
overheated. Fresh air is all very well 
•when one sits im freien, hut indoors ev- 
erything must be appropriately stuffy 
and. hot. So the German theater in flew 
York frequently becomes distressingly 
warm. Btfc the regular audiences-do not 
appear to object to it. Manytof the men 
leave the theater between the acts and 
smoke in the lobby, more, possibly, thau 
would usually be found in an American 
audience: Some of the women occasion- 
ally retire'to the lobby, bnt tne number 
of-those who follow the example of the 
men is small. Possibly if the theater 
bad a foyer as large as those in Europe 
the audience wonld retire jnst as those 
. in Germany do. But that custom has 
never become popular here, and there ia 
the a'dded attraction of an orchestra to 
keep the audience seated between the 
acts. Very few of the continental thea- 
ters have orchestras. 


The cloakroom system exists to a 


greater extent in the German theater 
than it does at any other place excepting 
the Metropolitan. Cloaksv and hats are 
deposited at the garderobe with regu- 
larity, and the men as well as the worn-' 
en are patrons of this branch of the 
theater. The rn'.e about bats is a qual- 
ified one. The management asks only 
that those bats which interfere with the I 
Tiew~bf peraons behind shall be remov- 
ed. Others are not forbidden. Few are ' 
worn, bowcTer, and it is interesting to 
aea tne rise of those that are retained. 
They may not be triumph! of millinery, 
bat they show that women iomerinws 
think of other thing! than beauty or 
fashion when they get a hat—that they 
think, .in fact, of the persona who may 
•it in the tow behind them at the thea- 
ter.—New York Shu.

The b>H of »n Inch In .Height Might 


Bring Serioiu Consequences.

In a paper read by Major Henry S. 


Kilbourne, surgeon United Slates army, 
before tbe Association of Military Sur- 
geons of tbe United States, be advocated 
tbe theory tbat tbe physical power of a 
race or peo^ie—and consequently tbeir 
capacity tor work—is measured by tbeir 
average stature. For every inch of 
beight between five and six feet tbe ex- 
treme) breathing capacity is increased 
eigbt cubic inches, the vital capacity 
being at its maximum at 35 years. A 
table of measurements of 190,621 aative 
white Americans, accepted for the mili- 
tary service of tbe United States, shows 
tbat tbe number of men below 63 inches 
in beight is but little greater tban tbat 
of the class ubovu 73 inches. Tbe most 
numerous class is included between 67* 
and 69 inches, and this standard class 
would bave a greater chest girth than 
the average 
The mean beight of 125 


United States naval cadets above the 
age of 33 years was 67.80 inches. As 
these men are drawn from all parts and 
classes of the United States they repre- 
sent very nearly the typical physical 
development of the American people of 
25 years of age. 


Major Eilbonrne conclndes tbat the 


commingling strains of Celtic, Danish, 
Norwegian and German blood among 
our people have thus far worked no de- 
terioration of physical quality. "Not so 
with tbe swarthy, low browed and 
stunted people now swarming to our 
shores. Absorbed into tbe body of the 
people, these multitudes must irretriev- 
ably evolve an inferiority of type. To 
realize the result of such a contingency 
let it be considered that the loss of an 
inch in stature might bring in its train 
the loss of national ascendency. Let us 
take care, then, thai the state shall 
suffer no injury. "—Boston Transcript.

A Man of Straw. 


From time immemorial straw, prob- 


ably because of its inseparable connec- 
tion with bread, tbe staff of life, -has 
had a more or less sacred significance. 
Our Aryan forefathers strewed tbeir al- 
tars witb it and swore on it as we 
swear on tbe Bible. It is easy to under- 
stand how this practice would lead to 
the stalk of corn being used as the sym- 
bol of a binding contract. For instance, 
the Latin for a stalk is stipulatio, 
whence natnrally comes "stipulation." 


In mediaeval times the presentation 


of a stalk cf corn was a sign of service 
and faith. So, too, at hiring fairs in 
later times servants "wishing to be hired 
carried a straw in their months. And in 
the days when unscrupulous persons de- 
liberately hired themselves out to liti- 
gants to give any evidence that was 
wanted, they wore straws in their shoes, 
from which custom we have the saying 
"man of straw"—a person of no mate- 
rial or moral worth. The horse witb 
straw plaited in his mane and tail is 
perhaps the last surviving instance of 
the significance of straw as implying or 
binding a contract. 


Oil For tbe Skin.

T»E PRESIDENT'S SPEECHt 


The speech of William McKinley, 


president of the United States, at the 
Home Market club banquet at Boston 
last night was the greatest utterance 
of the man's life and may come to be 
generally regarded as one of the great- 
est speeches of the time. Its greatness 
does not consist in the marshalling of 
facts and a masterful deduction from 
the facts marshalled, but it does con- 
sist in its being an essence springing 
from the complete grasp of facts in- 
terpreted in conformity with the high- 
est national ideal. Call the president 
an opportunist if you. will, and call 
him that because you have not the ca- 
pacity to lock through his speech into 
the workings of his mind and see his 
struggle with harsh realities of •world 
circumstances in his efforts to bend 
them to his conception of right and 
justice. But when you call McKin- 
ley an "opportunist" in this instance, 
call Gladstone that also. The greatest 
servants of civilization have been the 
men who had a subjective ideal to 
•which they labored to at least corre- 
late the objective world. The stand- 
ing among opposing men and amid 
conflicting circumstances and the di- 
recting of these in the way to some j 
nigh purpose is the bight of service to 
men. William McKinley will yet be 
recognized as such an influence if his 
speech last night was sent out from 
the heart of the man. And that it 
came from the heart of the man few 
men but tho&e who have a perversity 
that equals blindness will unhesitat- 
ingly declare. There are few sentences 
in it that are not burdened with the 
anguish of days of torturing thought 
and do not contain something that 
looks like crystals after much subli- 
mation. 


Cut into the speech almost any- 


where: "What nation was ever able 
to write an accurate program of the 
war upon •which it was entering, much 
less decree in advance the scope of its 
results3" None. And the president 
floors his critics and speaks a cutting 
truth when he says, "If we knew every- 
thing by intuition—and I sometimes 
tliiak there are those who believe that 
if ne do not, they do—we should not 
need information; but, unfortunately, 
moist of us are not in that happy state."' 
Take a line or two from what he said 
about the Philippines: 
"The treaty 


-gave them to the United States. Could 
v e have required less and done our 
duty? 
Could we, after freeing: the 


Filipinos from the domination of Spam, 
have left them without government 
and -without power to protect life or 
property, or to perform the interna- 
tional obligations essential to an inde- 
pendent state? Could we have left 
thern In a state of anarchy and justi- 
fied ourselves in our own consciences 
or before the tribunal of mankind? 
Could we have done that in the sight 
of God and man?" Could we have done 
that in the sight of God and man? 
Let the critics answer. Too, the presi- 
dent speaks of the "doubters" and the 
"prophets of evil." "The prophet of 
evil would do nothing because he 
flinches at sacrifice and effort," and 
'if ihe doubters were in a majority, 
there would, it is true, be no labor, no 
sacrifice, no anxiety, and no burden 
raised or carried. There would be ease, 
but a-as! there would ba nothing done."

Brutality is to be depre- 
cated, of course, and it is certain that 
there has been too much of it. but the 
law of the survival of the fittest is not 
a, law whose operations can be safely 
suspended under any and all circum- 
stances, and so long as it is enforced 
there must be_force behind it. If sav- 
age races are to be dealt with at all, 
it is necessary to use their weapons, or 
superior weapons, and if ethics were 
permitted to bar the employment of 
such weapons, the strong races would 
be- at a decided disadvantage.—Fall 
River Daily Herald.

War was declered in April, 1898, with 


practically unanimity by tho congreus, 
and, 
once upon ua, was sustaihed by 


like unanimity aniong the people. There 
had been many who had tried to avert 
It, as, on the other hand, thlre were 
many who would have precipitated it 
at an early date. In its prosecution and 
conclusion the great majority of our 
countrymen of every section believed 
they were fighting in a just cause, and 
at home or at sea or in the field they had 
pact in Us glorious triumphs. It was 
the war of an undivided nauon. Every 
act in its progress, from Manila to San- 
tiago, from Guam to Porto Rico, met 
universal an.d hearty commendation. 
Tha protocol commanded the practically 
unanimous approval of the American 
people. 
It was welcomed by every 


lover of peace beneath the flag. 


The Philippines, like Cuba and Porto 


Rico, were intrusted to our hands by 
the war. and to that great trust, under 


Old not asK thebe; we were obeying a 
higher moral obligation which rested on 
<us and, which did not require anybody's 
•consent. We were doing* our duty by 
them as God gave us the light to see our 
duty, with the consent of our own con- 
sciences and with the approval of civil- 
ization. Every present obligation hai 
been met and fulfilled in the expulsion 
of Spanish sovereignty from their isl- 
ands,' and while the war that destroyed 
it was m progress we could not ask their 
views. Nor can we now ask their con- 
sent. Indeed, can anyone tell me in what 
form it could be marshaled auu ascer- 
tained until peace and order, so neces- 
sary *o the reign of reason, shall be se- 
cui ed and established ? A i cign of terror 
Is not the Idnii of rule under which light 
action and deliberate judgment ure pos- 
sible. It is not a good time for the libera- 
tor to submit important questions fon- 
cerning- liberty and government to the 
libeiated while they arc engaged jn 
shooting down their rescuess. 


We have now ended tha war with Spain. 


The treaty has been ratified by the votes 
of more than two-thirds of the senate of 
the United States and by the judgment 
of nine-tenths of its people. No nation 
was eve: more fortunate in war or more 
honorable in >ts negotiations in peace.

the providence of God" and in the name 
of human prognjps and civilization,'we 
arc committed. It ia a trust we have 
iTot sought; it is a trust from which we 
will not flinch. The American people 
trill hold up1 the hands of their servants 
at home to whom they commit its ex- 
ecution, while Dewey and Otis and the 
brave men whonfthey command will 
have the support of the country in up- 
holding our flag where it now floats, the 
symbol and assuiance of liberty and 
justice. 


What nation v?as ever able to write 


p.n accurate program of the war upon 
which it was entering, much less de- 
cree in advance the scope of its re- 
sults? Congress can declare war, but a 


gher power decrees its bounds and 


fixes its relations and responsibilities. 
The president can direct the movements 
of soldiers on the field . id fleets upon 
the sea, but he cannot foresee the close 
of such movements or prescriba the - 
limits. 
He can not anticipate or avoi 


the consequences, but he -must meet 
them. 
No ccurate map of nations en- 


gaged in war can be traced until the- 
war is over, nor can the measure of re- 
sponsibility be fixed till the last gun ia 
fired and the verdict embodied in the 
stipulations of peace. 


We hear no complaint of the relation's 


created by the war between this govern- 
ment and the islands of Cuba and Porto 
Rico. There are some, however, who re- 
gard the Philippines as in a different re< 
latiou; 
but whatever variety of views 


there may be on this phase of the ques- 
tion, there is universal agreement that 
the Philippines shall not be turned back 
to Spain. No true American consents to 
that. Even if unwilling to accept them 
ourselves, it would have been a weaJc 
evasion of manly duty to require Spam 
to transfer them ta some other power or 
powers, and thus shirk our own present 
responsibility. Even if we had had, 
•us we did not have, the power to corn- 
pel such a transfer, it could not have 
De»n made without the most serious in- 
ternational 
complications. 
Such 
a. 


course could not be thought of. And yet 
had we refused to accept the cession of 
them we should have had no power 
over them, even for their own good. We 
could not discharge the responsibilities 
upon us until these islands became ours 
either by* conquest or treaty. There 
was but one alternative, and that was 
either Spain or the United States in th,e 
Philippines. 
The other suggestions- 


first, that they should be tossed into the 
arena of contention for the strife of na- 
tions, or, second, be left to the anarchy 
and chaos of no protectorate at all- 
were too shameful to be considered. 


The treaty gave them to the United 


States. Could we have required less and 
dctne our duty? Could we, after freeing 
the Filipinos from' the domination of 
Spain, have left them without govern- 
ment and without power to protect life 
or property or to perform the interna- 
tional obligations essential to an inde- 
pendent state ? Could we have left them 
in 3. state of anarchy and justified our- 
selves in our own consciences or before 
the tribunal of mankind? Could we have 
done that in the sight of God or man-? 


Our concern was not for territory or 


trade or empire, hut for the people whose 
interests and destiny, without our willing 
it, had been put in our hands. It was 
with this feeling that from the first day 
to the last not one word or line went 
from the executive in Washington to our 
military and naval commanders at Ma- 
nila or to our peace commissioners at 
Paris that did not put as the sole pur- 
pose to be kept In mind first after the 
success of our arms and the maintenance 
'of our own honor, the welfare and happi- 
ness and the rights of the Inhabitants of 
th« Philippine Islands. Did we need their 
concent -to perform a great act (or hu- 
manity? We bad U ta every aspiration 
of their minds, in every hop* of their 
hearts. Was it necessary to aek their 
(consent to capture Manila, the capital of 
their islands ? Did we ask their consen t 
to liberate them from Spanish sov- 
ereignty or to enter Manila bay and de- 
stroy the £p»oleh «•• «•»•- *' 


lem. It remains to ask what we shall 
now do. I do not intrude upon the duties 
of cougiess or seek to anticipate or fore- 
stall its action. I only *ay that the treaty 
of peace, honorably secured, having be°n 
ratified by the United States, and, as •* e 
confidently expect, shortly to be ratified 
in Spam, congress will have the power, 
and I am sure the purpose, to do what 
in good morals is right and just and hu- 
mane for these peoples in distant seas. 


It is sometimes hard to determine what 


is best to do, and the best thing to do 
is oftentimes the hardest. The prophet 
of evil would do nothing because •« 
flinches at sacrifice and effort, and to ao 
nothing Is easiest and involves the least 
cost. On those who bav» things to do 
there rests a responsibility which is not 
on those who have no obligations as 
doers. If the doubters were in a ma- 
jority, there would, it is true, be no labor, 
no sacrifice, no anxiety, and no burden 
raised or carried; no contribution from 
our ease and purse and comfort to the 
welfare of others, or even to the exten- 
sion of our resources to the welfare of 
ourselves. There would be ease, but 
alas! there would be nothing done. 


But grave problems come in the life of 


a naiion, However much men may seek 
to avoid them. They come without our I 
seeking, TI hy we do not know, and it is 
not always given us to know; but the 
generation on whicn they aie forced can 
not avoid the responsibility ol honestly 
striving for their solution. We may not 
know precisely how to solve them, but 
we can make an honest effort to that 
end, 
and if made in conscience, justice 


and honor it will not be in vain. 


Tha future of the Philippine islands 


is now m the hands of the American 
people. .. Until the treaty was ratified or 
i ejected tile executive department of 
this government could not preserve the 
peace and protect life and property. 
That treaty now commits tho free and 
enfranchised Filipinos to tha guiding 
hand and the liberating influences, the 
generous sympathies, the uplifting edu- 
catlon,_ not of the American masters, 
but of" their American emancipatoi-3. 
No one can tell today what is best for ! 
them or for us. 
I know no one at thig 


hour vho is wise enough or sufficiently 
informed to determine what form of 
government will best subserve their 
interests and our interests, their and our 
well-being. 


If we knew everything by intuition—- 


and I sometimes think that there are 
those who believe that if we do not, they 
do—we should not need information; 
but, unfortunately, most of us are not in 
that happy state. This whole subject is 
now with congress, and congress is the 
voice, t% conscience and the judgment 
of the American people. Upon their 
judgment and conscience can \vo not 
rely? I believe in them, I tiust them. 11 
know of no better or safer humar i 
'tribunal than the people. 
i 


Until congress shall direct otherw.se, 


H will be the duty of tho executive to 
possess and hold the Philippines, giving 
to the people thereof peace and -order 
and beneficent government, affording 
them every opportunity to prosecute 
their lawful pursuits, encouraging them 
In thrift and industry, making them feel 
and know that we are their friends, not 
their enemies, that their good is our aim, 
that their welfare is our welfare, but thai 
neither their aspirations nor ours can be 
realized until our authority is acknowl- 
edged and unquestioned. 


No imperial designs lurk in the Ameri- 


can mind. They are alien1 to American i 
sentiment, thought and purpose. Out j 
priceless principles undergo no change ' 
under a tropical sun. They go with the 
Has- They are wrought In every one of 
its sacred folds and are Inextinguishable 
in their shining stars. 
"Why read ye not the changeless truth, .

That the ir habitants of the Philippine 


will be benefited by this republic is my 
.unshaken belief. That they win have a l 
tk(ndller'government under our guidance ' 
and that they will be aided In every pos- 
sible way to be a self-respecting and self- 


people Is as true as that the 
PWPle love liberty and hav« 


an abiding faith in their own govern- 
ment and in their own inatitutio'ns. 


If we can benefit these remote peoples, 


who will oLject? If m the years of the 
future they aia established in govern- 
ment und*r law and liberty, who will re- 
gret oui perils and sacrifices? Who will 
not rejoice in our heroism and humanity? 
Always perils, and always after them 
safety; always darkness and clouds, but 
always shining through them the lig'hl 
ana the sunshine; always cost and sacri- 
fice, but always after them the fruition 
of liberty, education and civilization.

habits, devoted to the arts of peace, in 
touch with the commerce and trade of 
all nations, enjoying the blessings of 
freedom, of civil and religious liberty, 
of education and of homes, and whoso 
children shall for ages hence bless tha 
American republic because it emanci- 
pated and redeemed their fatherland 
and set them m the pathway of the 
world'shest civilisation.

M. Legal) 
asked where he felt pain and the presi- 
dent replied- "I feel a general weak- 
ness I am fainting." Dr. Humbert, »n 
arriving, gave eth«r inhalation. He did 
not consider the*base serious; but, on 
finding that his patient did not r«viv», 
he decided to inject cafein*. The presi- 
dent was apparently aware of the »sri- 
qusness of the attack, for he murmured t 
"I feel my senses failing me. I am gcma> 
all gone," and he expressed a desire ta 
see his wife and children.

Bow the Detroit Broke Up Wkat the In- 


ssrgenc Admiral Called a "Blockade." 
An Incident That Fleaaes Men Who 
Have Seen Smiling- Men right. 
It was in January, 1804, that the 


civil war in Brazil was coming to a oil- 
vias in tbe harbor at Bio. Admiral da 
Gaina of tbe insurgents was in tbe har- 
bor with several sbips-of-war. Tbe gov- 
ernment held tbe city, bat while the in- 
surgeut admiral held the water no ship- 
ping could go up to the front as long aa 
he said it couldn't, and he said no. 
Various governments were affected by 
this embargo—"blockade" the admiral 
called it. Great Britain was concerned 
chiefly, bnt the United States was a 
good second, with Germany and other 
nations as well. 


Europe looked to America to do some- 


thing in the matter and was naturally 
diffident about interfering in family 
rows on this side of the water. At last 
Admiral £onham was sent down to take 
charge of the United States fleet in Rio 
harbor. The flagship was the San 'Fran- 
cisco, and on Sunday, Jan. 38, Admiral 
Beiiham called on his captains to come 
aboard. Among them was Commander 
Brownaou of the Detroit. It is said that 
after the conference this commander 
came back to bis ship smiling. However 
that may be, be certainly smiled next 
morning. Jsst after 5 o'clock that even- 
ing—it was calm as could be, almost— 
the Yankee naval ships were seen to be 
in a hustle. The canvas awnings faded 
away, and in tbe night certain sounds 
were heard aboard them, at which vari- 
ous listeners put their hands cup shaped 
behind their ears to listen harder. On 
tbe morning of the 29th there was a 
change, in the appearance of the Yankee 
fleet. It had taken off its coat, waist- 
coat and shirt, so to speak, and was just 
eying itself when day dawned to see 
how good its training had been. 


The insurgent ships Aquidaban and 


Tamandare were np the bay above Vi- 
ana island with their cables short, 
ready to trip. The Trajano and Gcana- 
bara, as well as the fleet of armed tugs, 
were crowdea with men from the gar- 
risons of Cobras and Villegaigon. The 
Liberdade flew tbe little blue ensign, 
for Admiral de Gama was aboard ber, 
lying with tbe Trajano and Guanabara 
north of Encbados island, a few yards 
from the American bark Amy, one of 
the boats kept out by tbe blockade. The 
Farabyba was lying with its teeth, so 
to speak, at tbe throat of the Yankee 
barkentine Good News. 


Commander Brownson on thcs Detroit 


got bis ship under way, having hoisted 
anchor at 6 o'clock, and beaded toward 
the city between Encbados and Cobras 
islands. Her crew was at her guns, 
and as eager a lot of men as one could 
see any where at jtJapt time. The anchor 
got fouled in the Detroit's hawse hole, 
and that was am pie, excuse for proceed- 
ing slowly, which was convenient, 
while a couple of insurgent tugs made 
a snntter at the northern littoral of the 
city, as they had been doing a long 
time. After a couple of men had been 
killed aboard the tugs they drew back, 
and the Detroit, with everything clear, 
rounded Encbados island and came 
along starboard side to starboard of tbe 
Trajano. The men looked through their 
sights and then up at Commander 
Brownson on the bridge. The story of 
what they saw is a tradition in the 
navy now and always will be so long as 
men like Brownson are in command. 
The commander was smiling.

ket and fired a bullet over tbe heads of 
sailors pulling away in a boat with a 
line from the Amy to a ship at anchor 
that tbe Amy might be warped to the 
forbidden docks.

The order was misunder- 
stood, and the shot went across the in- 
surgents' bow. , Thereupon Captain 
Brownson bailed: 

"If 
you fire again, I will return the fire, 
and if yon persist'I will £>mk you."

a nervous finger had pulled a trigger, 
the fight would have been on.

ors on the Amy's, yawl waited to see 
what they were to do next. 


"You go ahead," Commander Brown- 


eon shouted, "and I'll protect yon!"

And the greasy j 
black muzzles of the Detroit's broadside i 
and tbe two pivot gens swung aronnd, i 
looking bigger and bigger every mo- 
ment, till they stopped, leveled at the 
cruiser. One particularly nervous gun . 
crew aboard the insurgent war conspicu-1 
ons. Commander Brownson waved his 
hand, with a half smile, and tris crew 
fell back. 


Then tba Yankee ships led tbe way 


to tbe docks, with other ships crowding ( 
in with them, and after awhile tbe re- 
bellion collapsed. Bnt tbe sailors who 
were on the Detroit at that time have 
told tbe story of Commander Brown- 
eon's smile to other sailors, and these , 
to still others, till it has rippled to ev-, 
ery water where tbe starry tiag flies, j 
and it is beard witb marked interest by , 
men on the ships of other nations—H en 
who have soeii smiling men fight—.New , 
York Sun.

«h« DlMuoad Only Able to AhMhrteljr B*. 


•Itt TbU Powerful Solvent—B mmttOiMt 
Into tbe Nature of » Hitherto Poorly 
Known Chemical Element. 


The alchemists of the middle ages bt- 


tleved that somewhere in tbe tiniver»» 
was to be found a universal solvent 
Which would dissolve the most refrac- 
tory substances aa readily aa watar dis- 
solves sugar. They named their solvent 
liquor alkahest, and what time they 
could spare from the search after tba 
elixir of life and the philosopher's 
stone was spent in the endeavor to ob- 
tain it. Science has yet to prove, by the 
way, that there waa not more method 
in tbe madness of the alchemists than 
is generally aupposed, for in ttoe re- 
markable substance fluorine chemists 
possess arterial that approximates Very 
closely to a universal solvent. Its chem- 
ical energy is so fierce that, except gold 
and platinum, nothing can resist it, and 
even gold and platinum succumb t6 
fluorine .in time. Tbe mere contact of 
most substances with fluorine is suffi- 
cient to cause not mere solution, but 
light, flame and fierce detonations. 
Dull, inert flint takes-fire when exposed 
to fluorine vapor and' becomes a bril- 
liant incandescent mass. Lampblack 
bursts into flame, while charcoal bnrna 
with bright scintillations. Only tbe 
diamond is able to resist this powerful 
solvent, to whrch it does not succumb 
even at high temperature. The similar 
element silicon, which can be obtained 
in a crystalline form closely resembling 
the diamond, gives a magnificent dis- 
play in the presence of fluorine, the 
crystals becoming white hot and throw- 
ing ebowers of fiery spangles in all di- 
rections. The heat is so intense that the 
crystals melt, showing that their tem- 
perature has reached 1,200 degrees C. 


Phosphorus combines fiercely with 


fluorine. Prussian blue, on account of 
the cyanogen it contains, burns with a 
beautiful pink flame; while from a 
crystal of iodine placed in fluorine vapor 
a heavy liquid distills with a pale flame. 
This liquid—an iodide of 
fluorine- 


etches glass, and if thrown into water 
hisses like hot iron. The last named 
metal becomes white hot when exposed 
to fluorine; even iron rust behaves in a 
similar manner. Nearly all metals are 
raised to vivid incandescence in a cur- 
rent of tbe gas, many appearing very 
beautiful, especially aluminium and 
zinc. If tbe latter be &li*htly warmed, 
it bursts into a white Same too dazzling 
to gaze at or describe. 


Although it has been known In vari- 


ous state? of combination for many 
years, having been first discovered by 
Schwankbardt of Nuremberg, in' 1670, 
and rediscovered by Scheele in 1771, 
fluorine was not obtained as fluorine in 
the free state until abont six years ago, 
when tbe French chemist Moissan suc- 
ceeded in isolating it by employing a 
current of electricity from 26 or 28 
Bunsen batteries. The current was pass- 
ed through the compound of fluorine 
and hydrogen known as hydrofluoric 
acid, which is similar to hydrochloric 
acid. To improve tbe conductivity of 
the hydrofinVio acid it was necessary 
to dissolve another fluorine compound 
in the liquid. Aa will readily, ba imag- 
ined, it is not so difficult to obtain free 


I fluorine as to keep it when obtained. 


Every part of tbe apparatus used by M. 
Moibsan was made of platinum, with 
screw joints and washers of lead, which 
swell on contact with fluorine, all the 
stoppers being of fluorspar. Fluorine 
has a pnnT«rfnl affinity *o? §ihoon, one 
of the principal constituents of glass, so 
that it was impossible to use glass ves- 
sels or tubes to contain the gas. 


As regards the chemical nature of 


fluorine, it is a gas at ordinary temper- 
ature and is the lightest member of the 
series of elements containing chlorine, 
bromine and iodine. Tbe attraction of 
fluorine for hydrogen exceeds that of 


i chlorine and is so great that if a slow 
i current of fluorine gas be passed into » 
I tube of fluorspar containing a drop of 


water a dark fog is produced, which 
changes presently to a blue vapor 'con- 
sisting of ozone—the condensed form of 
oxygen. The last named substance, ap- 
pears to be one of tbe few materials 
which has no affinity for fluorine. Noth- 
ing is observed to take place between 
them even when they are heated up to 
1,000 degrees F. 
' 


I 
So far all experiments bad been con- 


ducted with fluorine gas, which', at tha 
time it was isolated, resisted all at- 
tempts to reduce it to the liquid state. 
Six years ago, however, there ^as no 
laboratory—such as that at the Royal 
institution—having powerful machinery 
for producing liquid air or liquid oxy- 
gen at the command of the investigator. 
In fact, liquid air itself was practically 
unknown. By tbe aid of this weapon 
Professors Dewar and Moissan have suc- 
ceeded iff liquefying fluorine. At tba 
extremely low temperature of liquid 
oxygen it was found that fluorine did 
not attack glass, and it was possible to 
use glass vessels to hold the newly lique- 
fied element. — 0. F. Townsend in 
Knowledge.

FOR PIANOS. 


Tlie grand piano does not admit of 


many varieties of ornamentation, a - 
handsome drapery with the side pret- 
tily Jestooned and one end hangins 
carelessly being the simplest wid most 
effective method, with the sddltion of 
one or two ornamental pots containing 
palms standing up6n it. 


The upright piano, which now stands 


boldly out In the room and presents its 
unprepossessing back to the general 
public, is the one which is more com- 
monly used. For all schemes of decora- 
tion it is best to tightly stretch a piece 
of art serge all over the back, securing 
it with a few small tacks. This gives a 
firm support for any other drapery to 
be pinned on to, and if the serge chosen 
tones with the coloring of the room it * 
does not matter if a little of it should b« 
exposed to view.
